Claim Objections 

Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim should 
end with a period instead of a semicolon. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 11, 15-17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Leach (US 6,590,370). The reference discloses a switching dc-dc 
converter for use in a fuel cell power source wherein the duty cycle is adjusted. See 



column 1, lines 60-65. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Leach 

(US 6,590,370). The reference does not take into account an alternative method of 

increasing the level of the fuel cell to include adding more fuel and/or water to the stack. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 

invention was made to have just add more fuel to an already depleting resource of fuel, 

since it has been held that omission of an element and its function in a combination 

where the remaining elements perform the same functions as before involves only 

routine skill in the art. In re Karlson, 136 USPQ 184.
